IN U. S. TREASURY BUILDING. 


Nucleus Located by Jackson Remains 
the Same, but There Are Many Im-

We e D. C., Oct. . When the arehi- . 
tects and artisang finish the work now in 
progress upon the United States treasury 
building, the beautiful old structure will 
show the first material changes since 1869. 

Architecturally, it still will represent 4 
pagan temple, representing , many folks say, 
the American peoples worship of money. 
But visitors to the nation's capital, who have 
not seen the treasury in forty years, will find 
many changes for efficiency and economy. 

The nucleus of the present building, located 
where President Jackson, irritated by the 

procfastination of congress in choosing a site, 
put his hickory stick down with a thump and 

exclaimed: ‘“* Put er there, on that spot,” 
“will remain unchanged, but the double stone 
staircase leading up to the colonmade on the 
Fifteenth street side has been torn away, 
Architects said it spoiled the beauty: of that’ 
side of the building. 

The thirty granite monoliths, each of which 
cost $5,500 and weighs thirty tons, now stand 
in an unbroken row. They are sald to be the 
finest examples of their kind of the stone- 
cutter’s art. 

The appearance of the front of the treasury 
has been marred, the artists say, by the com- 
mercial aspect which.the trucks and wagons 
backed up tothe curbs gave to it. So a private 
driveway has been built into the court.

He is critically i! at, 
Swinburne island, as is Ruaolph Sellitch, a 
coal trimmer, who was regarded as a sus- 
picious case and was responsible for the 
Moltke's detention. 

Although he has been at Swinburne island 
nearly 4 week, Sellitch is fighting the dis- 


ease.

QUESTIONS AFFECTING LABOR 
CONFRONT SUPREME COURT. 


Momentous Industrial Consequences 
Hang Upon Oil, Tobacco, and Tax De- 
cisions—Tribunal Opens Today. 


‘Washington, D. C., Oct. 9.—Labor questions 
confront the Supreme court of the United 
States at the beginning of ite eight months’ 
work for 1910-1911, in number and degree of 
importance perhaps unprecedented. 

With the momentous industrial conse- 
quences hanging upon the decisions in the 
Standard Oli, tobaeco trust, and corporation 
tax cases, those involved in the pending labor 
litigation will serve to give a marked social 
economic color to the work of the court in the 
session which opens tomorrow. 

Prominent among the labor cases to be 
heard and passed upon at this term are the 
Gompers contempt case, the employers’ lia- 
bility law cases, the safety appliance law, 
the hours of service law cases, the peonage 
cases, Chinese importation cases, and the 
Arkansas full cfew act cases.

CLIMB ‘ENDS HIS FEAT. 


Eastern Convict Gets Away After Long 
Hard Night’s Labor. 


3 Pa. Oct. 9.—By sawing his way 
through three steel doors and scaling a 
twenty-two foot gate, Charles Hickman, con- 
victed of wife murder, escaped from the 
Beaver county jail early today. 

The jail breaking is believed to have oc- 
curred about 1:30 o'clock, but it was not dis- 
covered until 7:30, when a trusty distributing 
breakfasts found that the form curled up in 
Hickman's cell was a dummy. 

Hard Task Is Finished.

Some of the men 
whom I visited grow from 1,500 to 2,000 acres 
annually. I gave especial attention to Dak

is one producer in this district who has sent 
single shipments of from thirty to forty car- 
loads to the southern part of England. to 
southern Africa, and elsewhere. The soil in 
this district is especially adapted for the pur- 
pose and it is possible that the science of 
growing seed stock is developed there in a 
more practical manner than anywhere else. 
“The potato business on the other side of 
the Atlantic is so stupendous that it is dif- 
ficult for a farmer in this vicinity to com- 
prehend the magnitude of the work. For in-

stance, Great Britain, with about 55,000,000 
of farming land, which is less than the 
area of Colorado, produces about as many 
potatoes as the entire United States. The 
Channel islands, with only 19,000 arable 
acres, supply the needs of 57,000 people. This 
means about three persons to the acre, and 
the density of population is far greater than 
in either New York or Pennsylvania. Such 
conditions give an idea of what must be pre- 
pared for in this country. When the greater 
population is an established fact there is no 
question but that the American farmer can 
meet the emergency, but the agriculture of 
the future must differ from t practices. 
“ Potatoes have been a staple article of food 
in Great for many years; conse- 
quently the best methods of growing them 
have received a great deal of attention. 
Most of the lands used by the potato growers 
are leased at an annual rent of from $10 to 
$20 an acre. Notwithstanding the cheapness 
of labor, the cost of barnyard and artificial 
fertilizer and other charges make it neces- 
sary for the careful grower to spend from 
$75 to $110 an acre in order to grow potatoes 
successfully. Primitive implements and 
methods of culture prevail, most of the work 
being done by hand. 


Soil Well Taken Care Of. 

“As far as culture is concerned, our im- 
Proved implements and methods appear to 
Offset their cheap farm labor. But our soil is 
never take care of and built up as is theirs, 
While their yields are becoming greater 
every year ours are declining. It is in this 
manner that their applied science gives re- 
sults. With them high rents force better 
methods, and it is only by the most scientific 
farming that they can feed their dense popu- 
lation. As land values advance with us it 
will become necessary for our farmers to 
adopt improved methods. 

The Channel islands, where the Jersey and 
Guernsey cattle come from, show the high- 
est profit# of any potato growing district. 
Under scientific methods their soi] has been 
wonderfully fertile and bas endured for 
centuries. The rent of the poteto lands runs 
from $50 to $80an acre. Twocrops are grown 
every year. The farmers grow potatoes and 
beans or some other combination. The 
methods are the same as in the early potato 
districts of Scotland, except that fertilizer 
is used more lavishly. 

The farmers in the Channel islands feed 
their land just as our most successful live 
stock growers feed their animals. But on 
account of the cold winds from the sea they 
often lose the early potato crop, and it is 
necessary for them to grow fruit under glass 
if they attempt horticulture. I am convinced 
that natural conditions in a state like Cali- 
fornia, where there is a fertile soil, a long 
growing season, and irrigation, art superior 
to those prevailing in the Channel islands. 
With the same methods of soil culture, of 
growing and storing the seed potatoes, and 
with a similar generous use of fertilizer, our 
western farmers could eclipse all foreign 
records. 


Grubb Well Known Grower. 

Mr. Grubb probably is the best known po- 
tato grower in this country. His original 
ranch is near Carbondale, Colo., but the 
greater part of his work now is done in other 
parts of the west. He takes such pains with 


his potatoes that he has been known to wrap 
them in tissue paper and ship them in boxes, 
like oranges. Heis the first American grower 
to realize the advantage of breeding seed po- 
tatoes that will produce tubers of even size 
and quality.” 
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TRACTION BATTLE 
IS DUE TONIGHT 


Consolidated Ordinance to Be

NO DELAY FOR LATTER. 


Special Session May Be Called to 
Act Upon New Organization 
for Department. 


All decks are cleared for the battle over 
the Consolidated traction ordinance at the 
city council meeting this evening. 

Giving this measure the precedence as of 
the greater immediate importance, Ald. Theo- 
dore K. Long, chairman of the committee 
on buildings, has agreed not to call up the 
building code for passege. 

Chairman Long will ask that his right to 
call up the code as the first item of unfinished 
businese to be taken up be reserved to him 
for the next or the second succeeding meet- 
ing. He is opposed to delay in its passage, 
but with the determination of Ald. Milton 
J. Foreman, chairman of the local transpor- 
tation committee, to call up the Consolidated 
matter unaltered unless it was strengthened 
by the publle conference on Friday, the only 
action open to him is to postpone calling 
up the code. 

Some complaint against this step is ex- 
pected and there is a slight possibility that 
conferences today may lead to @ motion by 
Chairman Long that a special meeting be 
held some afternoon this week for consid- 
eration of the building ordinances, 


Engineers Indorse Organization. 

One phase of the revised ordinances that 
will be the object of attack from political 
allies of the men now in control of the 
building department will be the reorganiza- 
tion of its forces. This evening there will 
be placed on each alderman’s desk a copy 
of resolutions by the Western Society of 
Engineers indorsing the organization planned 
in the new code, 

This approval, it is believed, will carry 
the feet from under some of the opponents 
of the new arrangement of authority which 
provides additional facilities for engineering 
work and prevents a scattering of responsi- 
bility, such as was found by the Merriam 
commission in the present office force, 


Merriam Report Is Ready. 

The Merriam commission wil! submit a re- 
port to the council on the subject of the 
house of correction. The two big subjects 
will be the future of the John Worthy school 
and the use to which convict labor shall be 
put by the city.

ICE and Tomato Soup I.—One-half can of 
tomato, one-fourth cup rice, one smali 
onieg, one slice carrot, one t 
flour, one and one-half pints water, one 
and one-half tablespoons butter, one and 
one-half teaspoons salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
pepper. Cut the onion and carrot fine and cook 
slowly for twenty minutes. Put the tomato.and 
water into a stew pan and heat until the liquid 
boils up. When the vegetables have been cooked 
twenty minutes skim them from the butter and 
Put the 
flour with the butter remaining in the pan and 
cook until smooth and frothy, stirring all the 
while. Then add to the mixture in the stew pan 
and set this where its contents will simmer half 
an hour. Wash_the rice and put it into the 
soup pot: When the tomato mixture has been 
cooked half an hour rub it through a sieve, 
pressing everything through except seeds and 
skins. Pour the strained mixture over the rice, 
add the salt and pepper and set the soup pot 
where its contents will cook slowly for an hour. 
Stir the soup several times ta prevent the rice 
from sticking to the bottom of the kettle. Serve 
hot.—Mrs. Horace H. Martin, Lake Forest, III.

Rice Soup (with milk) I—Put three table- 
spoons of rice and a pinch of salt into a quart 
cold water. Cook slowly until soft. Chop 
fine one small onion, a small carrot, a piece of 
celery. and add them to the cooked rice and con- 
tinue the slow cooking until the vegetables are 
done. Add a pint of rich milk, season with a 
teaspoon of butter and a dash of red pepper, 
thicken with flour or cornstarch to desired con- 
sistency. Before serving add a teaspoon of 
chopped parsliey.—Alice Robinson, 347 Forty- 
third street.

Rice Soup (with milk) II.—One-third cup rice, 
one slice onion, one blade celery, two table- 
spoons butter, one tablespoon flour, salt, and 
pepper, and one and one-half cups milk. Mince 
onion and celery fine, cook with rice in one pint 
of boiling salted water until soft. Melt butter, 
add flour, and cook two minutes without brown- 
ing. Add hot milk and cook until it thickens. 
Pour into rice mixture, season to taste with salt 
and pepper, keep hot for about five minutes to 
allow flavors to develop. then serve.-—Mrs.

- Washington, D. C., Oct. 9 —[Special.]—The 
remarkable work of the Illinois Humane so- 
oe in educatin 

in the principle of Kindness to beasts of bur- 
den has attracted the attention of the whole 
country and of some foreign nations. 

As @ result John L. Shortall, first vice pres- 
ident of the Illinois organization, is in Wasb- 
ington to explain these achievements to the 
delegates to the international humane con- 
gress, which will assemble tomorrow. 

Mr. Shortell was invited to address the 
gathering because of the reports of educa- 
tional progress, particularly in . Chicago, 
which had reached the officers of the inter- 
national organization. Illindle is the only 
state in which an attempt is being made to 
promote humanity to animals through edu- 
cational means, and this branch of the work, 
as maintained by the Illinots society, now is 
in its fifth year. 


Says Results Are Excellent. 

The results of the educational campaign 
are exceedingly gratifying,” said Mr. Short- 
all at the New Willard hotel tonight. “ The 
Illinois society maintains a lecture course, 
which is attended by horse owners, team- 
sters, veterinarians, horseshoers, barn bosses, 
and employés, shipping clerks, and others 
‘having to do with handling horses. The at- 
tendance has been remarkable. 

Addresses are made by veterinarians and 
other experts employed by the society. Those 
who attend learn that it is not only right to 
be kind to beasts of burden but that it pays. 
Lecturers show how the traction power of a 
horse is increased by proper loading and har- 
nessing end how it is decreased by improper 
methods. ‘

Developments in Portugal Give Little 
Cause for Alarm to Security 
Owners. 


New York, Oct. 9.—[Special.]—A decline of 
3% points in the price of Portuguese 3 per 
cents on the European markets, after word 
Was received of last Tueeday’s revolution in 
Lisbon, carried those securities to 4%. That 
was within & point of the low record of 1910, 
but the price was still far above the level 
of 56% established in the London market in 
March, 1900. during one of the periodical sea- 
sons of unrest in Portugal, Apparently for- 
eign bondholders were not greatly alarmed 
this week over the financial possibilities of a 
republican form of government. 

This may have been because things could 
hardly be worse than under the monarchy. 
Even in 1907, before the assaas: iation of King 
Carlos, the 8 per cents sold at 71%. Holders 
of Portuguese bonds have, in fact, had troub- 
lous times. Twice in the last twenty years 
have they been compelled to accept reduction 
in the face value of their bonds to the mar- 
ket value. Some would call this repudiation; 
the bankers used politer names. 

In 1892, for no other reason than that Portu- 
gal had for_so long a period squandered its 
state funds that it had piled up a debt of 

000,000, that it was verging on bank 
ruptey, the foregn bondhoiders had to ex- 
change the old bonds for new bonds worth on 
their face a third as much.
